CHEWNING TO PLEAD: 


“Unwritten Law” Will Be. 
Only Defense of DeKalb 
Man Charged With the 
Murder of Cosby Bishop. 


DEAD MAN ACCUSED | 
OF BEING “DON JUAN” | 


Women and Children Ex- 
cluded From Courtroom. 
Crowds From All Over the 
County Throng Decatur. 


Women and children were excluded 
from the immense crowd that packed 
the courtroom when Ezra C. Chewning, 
his sole defense based upon the “un-_ 
written law,” was arraigned for trial 
before Judge Charles Whiteford Smith, 
in Decatur yesterday morning for the 
killing of Cosby Bishop, last July, in 
Scottdale. 

Congressman William Schley Howard, 
chief counsel for the defendant, stated 
at the close of Tuesday's proceedings, 
that evidence would be produced this 
morning to show that the slain man 
was the “Don Juan” of the community, 
and that, besides the alleged relations 
with the wife of the man on trial, a 
number of other attempted “affairs” 
with married women would be dis- 
closed. 

A number of witnesses were put upon 
the stand Tuesday afternoon in an ef- 
fort to reveal the relations of the dead 
man with the wife of the slayer. Others 
will be called upon today. The trial is 
expected to consume at least one more 


day, as there are a score or more of 
character witnesses to be submitted by. 
both the defense and prosecution. 


BIG 
SENSATION. ' 


The trial has created the sensation 
of the year in Decatur. It was esti- 
mated last night that there were more 
persons in the town Tuesday afternoon 
than at any other time in years. The 
courtroom was so packed that scores 
were unable to find even standing room, 

When the prosecution, represented by 
Solicitor-General George M. Napier, 


Henry Bellingrath and L. B. Norton, had 
Anished with its first array of witnesses, 
Congressman Howard introduced the 
first presentment of the defense with a 
brief advance summary of the defense's 
evidence. 

“As much as we regret the degrad- 
ing and humiliating circumstances,” he 
spoke, “we expect to show that in the 
country, as a poor country boy, Ezra 
Chewning gathered a small amount of 
money and went to the village of Scott- 
dale, where he put up a small meat 
market business. . 


HAPPILY 
MARRIED. 


“He was happily married, and had 
one child. He had no money to amount 
to anything, but a thrift 
that cannot be compared to wealth. He 
built a little shop, and in the small 
back rooms, installed cooking, dining 
and sleeping apartments, where he 
lived with his wife and baby. 

“He moved to Scottdale in 1914. Mrs. 
Chewning a beautiful, attractive 
woman, and she and her hucband were 
singularly happy. By honesty, thrift 
and constant toil, he soon built up a 
nice, money-making business. Every 
morning he would go on the interurban 
to East End for orders, and then would 
go back in the afternoon to deliver 
them.

He was away 
from his home and store practically | 
every day of the week except Sunday.

But soon the husband 
began to perceive a loss of interest in 
the business on the part of his wife. 
Her affection for him had waned, too. 
She became careless with the baby, 
and appeared to lose patience with the 
details of the business. 


CARTER 
TOLD HIM. 


“On the Monday previous to the hom- 
icide, Chewning was coming from the 
Scottdale depot along the highway, 
and just south of the railroad crossing 
encountered Jess Carter, a life-long 
friend of the Chewning family, who 
had known him ever since he was a 
mere boy. . 

“This was the first intimation he 
had of the violation of his home, when

it was related to him by Carter. ‘Ezra,’ 
Carter told him, ‘I have known you all 
your life, and I don’t want you to get 
mad at what I am going to tell you.

“Chewning, who worshipped his wife, 
and had never had cause to suspect 
her,was shocked beyond comprehen- 
sion.

Soon, like a clap of lightning, it struck 
him that his wife was unfaithful.

“Without hesitation, the husband 
took the slumbering child he was hold- 
ing on his arms, placed it upon the bed 
as though he were only going about; 
a matter of duty, and then took up his 
shot gun that sat in a corner of the 
room,

the life of a man who had robbed his 
home cf that which was more precious 
than the life of any man—a dozen men.

Governor’s Statement, With 
Reference to County Fi- 
nances, Generally Accept-| 
ed as So Indicating. ! 


The prohibition measures will be in- 
cluded in the governor's call for a spe- 
cial session of the state legislature be- 
ginning November 1. 

While Governor Harris has not yet 


made the announcement in so many | 


words, from what he has ,said when 


speaking of the call there is no reason | 


to doubt that he will give the general 


assembly the right to act upon any pro- | 
| hibition 


bills that may be introduced. 

In stating that he will give the coun- 
ties thirty days in which to advertise 
all local bills, in order to take care of 
local financial affairs, he has said such 
action may be necessary because of the 
probable loss of revenue to the state 
and counties if fhe prohibition bills are 
passed and the taxes from: near beer 
saloons and locker clubs are lost. 

Must Introduce New Bills. 

The prohibition bills already passed 
by the senate at the session during the 
summer cannot be taken up by the 
house, but new bills must be intro- 
duced and passed upon by both branches 
of the legislature. If at the special 
session the prohibition bills are not 
acted upon or are defeated, the bills 
passed hy the senate can be taken up 
by the house next summer. 

The bills passed by the senate 
be reintroduced or entirely new 
introduced in either the house or 
ate or introduced jointly. New 
have already been spoken of. 

The bills passed by the senate include 
one to prohibit the sale of any imi- 
tation beer or like beverage: one to 
prohibit the shipping of any liquor into 
the state in quantities over three gal- 
lons unless such shipments are shown 
to be for lawful eta ON one to stop 
liquor advertisements in the newspa- 
pers, and one to prohibit locker clubs. 

If these or similar bills are passed 
the state’s revenue will be cut down 
many thousands of dollars because of 
the loss from the taxes paid by near 
beer dealers and locker clubs. 
.Governor Harris stated Monday that 
he would issue his proclamation for an 
extra session on either September 25 or 
27 in order to give the members of the 
legislature ample time in which to ad- 
vertise anv local legislation they may 
wish to introduce. Such local legisla- 
tion will include such measures as may 
be designed to take care of current ex- 
penses in the various counties when the 
revenue from beer saloons and locker 
clubs is no longer available. 

Some of the Important Bills. 

Outside of the prohibition measures 
there are many other 
for the legislature to consider at the 
extra session, foremost among which is 
the general appropriation bill which 
provides for the maintenance of all the 
state departments and state institu- 
tions. This bill was adopted by 
house three days before it adjourned 
sine die on the afternoon of the last 
day of the fifty-day session. 
ate had it under consideration but could 
not act when the house was not in 
session. 

The compulsory education bill may 
come up and a campaign for its pas- 
sage is now being carried on through- 
out the state. 

Another important bill is the one to 
exempt from taxation all university 
endowments. 

The state warehouse bill and the bill 
for a new auto tax law are also consid- 
ered important measures which may be 
considered at the special session.

Dublin, Ga., September 14.—(Special.) 
Engineer Carson E. Lanier, of Ten- 
nille, died at 1 o’clock today from 
scalds and internal injuries received 
in wreck of W, & T. passenger train 
at Alcorns, about 17 miles from Dub- 
lin, this morning. Tom White, negro 
fireman, had his arm broken, and an 
express messenger was bruised slightly, 

Just after the train had slowed down 
to stop at the station a cow 
on the track in front of the engine, 
and owing to the low speed of the 
train, it was not thrown clear off the 
track when struck by the pilot, but 
fell under front trucks of the engine, 
causing it to turn over. 

Lanier was caught in his 
scalded terribly by steam before he 
could be rescued. No other cars left 
the track, but the express, mai! and 
baggage employees were all shaken up 
badly.

“DRY” VOTE OVER DOUBLE 
THAT CAST FOR LIQUOR 


Incomplete Returns Show 
33,104 for Prohibition and 
14,157 Against—Governor 
Manning Says He Will 
Enforce the Law. 


Columbia, S. C., September 14— 
South Carolina today adopted state- 
wide prohibition, to take effect Jan- 
uary 1, 1916, according to almost com- 
plete unofficial returns gathered here 
tonight. 

These returns showed that by a vote 
of more than two-to-one the state 
voted to do away with the present 
county option system of county dis- 
pensaries and to establish state-wide 
prohibition. 

The vote, with nearly full 
from most of the counties, late 
stood: For prohibition, 33,104; 
prohibition, 14,157. 

The total vote, while well over that 
cast in most general elections in South 
Carolina, is far below the customary 
total in the democratic primaries. 
From present indications, it seems 
likely that the total will be in the 
neighborhood of 60,000. 

Gov. Manning to Enforce Law. 

Governor Manning, who was elected 
on a local option platform, after learn- 
ing the result of the vote, gave out 
a statement saying that,-+-the people 
having spoken, he would do his ut- 
most for the enforcement of the law, 
and would expect the support of all 
citizens in his policy. 

Of the thirty counties 
under the local option law, all gave 
varying majorities in favor of state- 
wide prohibition, the margin being 
large in most cases. Only one of the 
counties now having dispensaries 
certainly on the local option side.

HELP TO FLOAT BIG LOAN

banks scattered throughout the coun- 
try. Not a singie correspondent, it was 
said, had registered a protest against 
the institution’s participating in the 
proposed billion dollar loan, on tne 
contrary, there was genuine, country- 
wide interest in the proposal and mauy 
requests for detailed intormation as to 
the loan had ‘been received. 

Of the tens of thousands of depos- 
itors in this bank it was said, only one 
had made verbal protest against tne 
bank's participating. 

On the other hand, two big New York 
banks, whose ofifcers are prominently 
identified with the affairs of the New 
York clearing house, said that they had 
received many protests. 

It was considered 
that the loan would be 
stallments, as previously’ indicated; 
might run ten years and would bear 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent. These 
reports were unconfirmed. It was gen- 
erally believed, however, that the bBrit- 
ish and French treasury notes would be 
payable in dollars. So far as could be 
recalled, the British government has 
before issued bonds payable in 
the money of another nation, 

One of the many reports 
was that the bonds, to be made as at- 
tractive as possible, were to be a first 
lien, in other words, a first mortgage 
on the British empire and France, tak- 
ing preference over ail other obliga- 
tions, and were to be free from income 
tax requirements, maturing in five 
years. This report, like many others, 
could not be confirmed, nor was it 
denied. 

United States Trade Threatened. 

In case the commission should fail in

ment of American exports would ensue, 
There is nothing, it was said, that Great 
Britain and France buy here that they 
could not obtain elsewhere with the sin- 
gle exception of munitions of war.

POSTPONE THE BOND ELECTION 


It is earnestly to be hoped that council 
will, at its next meeting, postpone the bond 
election from the date set, September 30, to 
next spring. 

To hold the election now meang the in- 
évitable defeat of the issue—even if every 
vote cast is for it. 

In the first place, under last year’s regis- 
tration, there is a handicap of 1,500 votes, 
including dead men and those who have 
moved away from Atlanta since they have 
registered, to be overcome. 

This is pointed out in the card published 
elsewhere today from Councilman Claude L. 
Ashley, of the fourth ward—and it also ap- 
pears that September 30 is a Jewish holi- 
day—thus further militating against a full 
vote. 

It would take 3,001 votes actually cast in 
the ballot boxes to overcome the vote of the 
1,500 registered dead men and non-residents, 
so that we thus dispose of 4,501 of the names 
on the registration list without getting any- 
where. A full two-thirds of the balance of 
the names on the registration list—an un- 
usually large list—must actually be cast in 
the boxes for the bonds, in order to author- 
ize them. 

This information comes direct from Tax 
Collector A. P. Stewart. Under this state- 
ment of the case, if the election is held on 
September 30, as now proposed, the bond 
issue is defeated before the ballot boxes 
are opened; because, if every vote cast for 
them Should be favorable, there would not 
be a sufficient number, considering those 
who would remain away from the polls, 
those who have died and those who have 
moved away, to carry them. 

Considering the situation as presented 
by Councilman Ashley, there is but one thing 


for council to do, if it really has the bond 


issue at heart, and that is to postpone it 
until spring, when the new registration list 
can be used, and there be no such 
handicap as this, due to deaths and re- 
movalis. The present registration ist is 
made up of those who have registered since 
October 15, 1914; the new list will be com- 
posed of those who register beginning with 
October 15, 1915. It is comparatively easy 
to see wherein lies the difference. 

- Deaths and removals aggregating 1,500 
would mean just that many votes against the 
bonds, because, under the siate constitu- 
tional provision, there must be an actual 
two-thirds of the registered vote cast in 
favor of the bonds before they can be au- 
thorized. 

Under these circumstances it is the man- 
ffest duty of council to postpone the elec- 
tion until the new registration list can be 
used. If the election is held now it means 
not only defeat of the bonds, but an ex- 
pense of $1,500 to the city for nothing; it 
will be just that much money thrown away. 

Council must bear the burden not only 
of the bond budget, but of fixing the favor- 
able time for holding the election. If the 
issue is defeated, there is a certain burden 
of responsibility for that defeat which must 
rest upon council: 

Aside from the expense, Atlanta cannot 
afford to suffer a bond issue defeat. Every 
dollar proposed, and more, is needed. It is 
mot so much a question of the $1,500 ex- 
pense as it is of an outright defeat. With 
a handicap of 1,500 votes against it to start 
with, it would be folly to go into it. 

The bond issue must be postponed until 
-gpring or lost, perhaps, for several years.

Sumter county answers with the claim 
that the law is unconstitutional, the same 
as has been made in the case from Chatham 
county now pending in the state supreme 
court. 

All of this is very interesting to Fulton 
county—which pays about one-half of the 
total automobile tax of the state, and which 
gets very little of it back. 

But unless other counties pay their pro 
rata share of the tax, and the law requiring 
it is respected and observed elsewhere, 
Fulton soon will be found in the protesting 
column, and the state’s income from this 
source for distribution among the counties 
will be found materially reduced. 

If the law is held constitutional, Fulton, 
as the chief contributor to this fund, will 
expect others to observe it. If it is found 
unconstitutional, it clears the slate and will 
mean probably the enactment of another law 
more nearly meeting constitutional require- 
ments. 

As she has done in the past, Fulton is 
perfectly willing to go on paying this dispro- 
portionate taxation from which she gets 
comparatively little direct return; but it is 
certain Fulton will not continue to pay it 
unléss the law is given general application 
throughout the state. 


THE CZAR IN COMMAND 

The most probable explanation of the 
removal of the Grand Duke Nicholas from 
the supreme command of the Russian armies 
is that in monarchical governments failure 
seems always to demand a victim, regardless 
of the causes of it. 

Checking of the German advance into 
old Russia as distinguished from Russian 
Poland, following the assumption of chief 
command by the czar himself, can be re- 
garded only as coincidence. The grand duke 
well demonstrated his qualities of general 
throughout the campaign in which he led 
his armies to the Carpathian passes, only 
to fall back again when a_ bureaucratic, 
graft-ridden government was unable to sup- 
ply him the essential munitions of war. 

It was only natural that the Grand Duke 
Nicholas, in his patriotic effort to uphold 
the honor and arms of Russia, should become 
an object of hatred to the bureaucracy, 
which, it has been intimated, secretly favors 
a separate peace with the Teutons, regard- 
less of the solemn agreement made with the 
allies. Moreover, the bureaucrats have no 
doubt been waiting their opportunity to 
strike him down ever since he hanged sev- 
eral grafting army contractors for theft. 

The chance came with the Russian re- 
treat before the victorious German armies, 
due in greater part to bureaucratic failure 
to supply equipment, and the man known as 
Russia’s foremost tactician and ablest mili- 
tary leader was deposed. Only the czar him- 
self could take his place; it is said Russia 
does not possess another leader to whom 
the campaign could have been entrusted. 
The czar is at least as patriotic, is as much 
opposed to a separate peace as the grand 
duke, and has the faculty of being able to 
cover up any military deficiency behind su- 
preme power. 

Had the grand duke been a lesser per- 
sonage than the first cousin of the czar—an 
ordinary general, for instance—he would un- 
doubtedly have been dealt with more se- 
verely than he was. The law of the vica- 
rious victim in Russia is inevitable. 

From his new viewpoint as commander- 
in-chief of his armies, possibly the czar will 
have his eyes opened to the deplorable con- 
ditions with which the grand duke had to 
contend. Russia’s salvation rests scarcely 
so much in conquering the Germans as in 
As long as a per- 


will have little hope of conquering any 
enemy of considerable proportions.

Dixie Highway Tour 
From Chicago to Miami 
Soon to Be Announced 


Chattanooga, Tenn., September 14.—(Spe- 
cial.)—Preparations are now being made 
for the first tour of the officials of the 
Dixie Highway association over that part of 
the highway which is travelable. The tour, 
Which is under the direction of Carl G. 
Fisher, of Indianapolis, a member of the 
executive committee of the Dixie Highway 
association and the founder of both the Lin- 
coln and Dixie highway movements, will 
Start from Chicago, with Miami, Fla., as the 
objective point. The exact date will be 
determined in the next few days. for the 
start from Chicago. An effort is being made 
to have the party of Dixie highway officials 
in their cars, well other Dixie high- 
way boosters who care to join the party, 
reach Jacksonville in time for the big 
Georgia-Florida Dixie highway meeting, 
which will be held in that city September 
28 and 29. 

The official start in Chicago will be made 
by Mr. Fisher, accompanied by. W. S. Gil- 
breath, field se cretary of the association, 
and in all probability the Hon. Thomas Tag- 
gart, of French Lick, Ind., vice president of 
the association; President M. M. Allison, of 
Chattanooga, and other directors and officers 
who will make the entire tour to Miami, Fla. 
Vice President Richard J. Finnegan, of Chi- 
cago, and Director W. M. Marr, of Spring- 
field, lll., as well as a number the offi- 
Cials, will joint them and go through Dan- 
ville to the Indiana line. Other cars along 
the route will join the party at various points 
and make from fifty to a hundred miles 
through their own communities. it is 
lieved that in this way from forty to sixty 
cars will be in line at every point along 
the highway. All of the state directors and 
vice presidents will accompany Mr. Fisher 
at least through their own states. Vice Presi- 
dent C. H. Huston, Directors Richard Hardy, 
M. E. Temple and Secretary W. R. Long. 
together with the Hon. Lewis M. Coleman, 
chief counsel for the association, of Chatta- 
nooga, will meet the tourists at Nashville 
and accompany them through to Florida As 
it will be impossible for the party of officials 
to travel over the section of the highway 
between Knoxville and Cincinnati on ae- 
count of the large amount of construction 
work going on, an inspection of this section 
of the highway will be postponed until next 
summer, at which time the of the 
assocation are confident it com- 
pleted. 

A general invitation has been extended 
to ail Dixie highway boosters to join the 
party of Dixie highway officials at any point 
along the highway and tour with them just 
as far they care to go. 

In connection with the tour, 
will held in the various towns and cities 
en route. In southern Georgia and Florida 
the directors will go over, as far as they are 
able, sections of the proposed eastern 
western divisions of the Dixie highway. 

Kentucky Beautirying Highway. 

The beautification of the 
in Kentucky with shade trees and shrubbery 
has received the official consideration of 
Governor McCreary, of that state. In re- 
Sponse to the requests of Dixie highway gd- 
vocates, Governor McCreary has appointed an 
advisory committee to work in connection 
with the Hon. Robert C. Terrell, state high- 
way commissioner, and J. E. Barton, state 
forester. W. P. Davis, a well-known land- 
scape architect, and William Speed, an expert 
highway engineer, of Louisville, have been 
appointed on the committee. Other names 
will be added by Governor McCreary to give 
both the eastern and western division of the 
highway representation. 

Denny Goode, assistant 
Louisville Convention and 
has been especially active 
beautifying this highway. In this he has 
been assisted by members of the Kentucky 
Federation of Women’s clubs, who are plan- 
ning to take up officially through their 
various clubs the beautification of the Dixie 
highway. 

Interesting Touring Figures. 

Touring over sections of the Dixie high- 
Way, even in its present condition, has given 
an insight into what may be expected when 
the highway is completed. Since the Dixie 
highway movement was started just a few 
months ago, the immense volume of publicity 
which has been given to-the road and its 
construction has materially increased the 
number of tourists traveling over -sections 
of the highway. 

A citizen of Fredericksburg, Ind. took 
occasion to investigate the amount of travel 
along the Dixie highway from New Albany 
to Peoli. In three hours, between 8 and 11 
o’clock on a Sunday morning, 72 automobiles 
passed, containing 168 passengers. The ma- 
chines represented the states of Indiana, 
Lilinois, Kentucky, Wisconsin, Georgia, Min- 
nesota, Colorado, Texas and California. The 
persons who passed in buggies, waguns and 
other conveyances numbered 285, making a 
total of 751 persons passing the same point 
in three hours. It would be a safe estimate 
to place the number of persons who pass 
the same point on this section of the Dixie 
highway, on the day in question, at 6,000. 
This amount of travel over this part of the 
highway was in face of the fact that con- 
siderable construction work was going on, 
just as it is along other sections of the 
highway. When the road is finally ,com- 
pleted from Chicago to Florida, the amount 
of travel will be many times that on which 
the count was made. 

Tennessee Counties Acting. 

By a vote of 9 to 1, the county commis- 
sioners of Loudon county, Tennessee, in spe- 
cial session, voted to issue $12,000 in war- 
rants for the construction of remaining por- 
tion of the Dixie highway to the Knox coun- 
ty line. Knox county, with a part of the 
proceeds from their $500,000 bond issue, is 
now at work building a new road along the 
Dixie highway to connect with Loudon 
county. Rhea county, with a fund of $250,000 
in hand, is now engaged in building the re- 
maining é ight miles of road necessary to pro- 
vide a good road between Chattanooga and 
Knoxville along the Dixie highway.
